COTTON CELTURE. 

Long befora the dawn of his- 
tory the cotton plant was cul- 
tivated in various.parts of the 
world, and the earliest records of 
spinning its lleecy bails are of 
suchantijuity tbat it is difficult 
to obtain satistactory evidence of 
its baginning. Tho name “cot- 
ton" itself is of Oriental origin, 
being derived from thé Arabic 
“koton” or “gootn.” India is 
krown as the motherland of cot- 
ton, and its earliest history is 
found in the Rig Vera hymn.

Christian era, whicb honours the 
“threads of the loom.” and 
also 3.000 sears ago if was 
used as 2m ornamental shrub 
in Egypt.

These countries cannot be 
cat ‘adrift, we cannot afford to 
igpora them, and we ought to 
make every effort to get them 
beth hack as well-doing cam- 
petitors in the world’s great mar. 
keta. By driving them into 
commercial insularity, the other 
tcountries of the world will lose 
far more than they will gain, 
And, what is more, they will 
delay the coming o° the hoped- 
for das, whea all the nations of 
tae earth will be living in peace 
and concord.

Canton’s New Mayor. 


The appointment of a new 
Nayor in Canton provides an 
opportune occasion upon which 
to express the bope that the new 
administration will make it its 
business to see that the admirable 
monicipal work begun by the 
former regime will be carried on 
without further interruption. The 
Tecent coup which led to the 
Sight of De. Sun Yat-sen and his 
associzies necessarily disturbed 
the whole municipal equilibrium 
and brough: chaos into ciric 
affairs. It may even yet take 
some time before matters can be 
properly straightened out, bat we 
da trust that Mr. Kam Chang, the 
new municipal head, will follow a 
progressive policy in all that he 
pots hishands to. A distinction 
must. of course, ba drawn between 
the Canton Monicipality and the 
Kwangtung Government, which 
one is rather apt to confuse. The 
new Masor’s business is to look 
after purely municipz! matters in 
Canton city: he has, or should 
have, nothing +o de with 
Provincial politics. Whatever 
wea may have thought of the 
Kenersl political policy of 
Yon Yatsen’s Government, 
there can ba no question of 
tbe splendid work whieh Wh 
cone by the bard of young enthu- 
siasts headed by Mr. Sun Fo, 
the son of the Southern leader. 
They mays have been inex peri- 
enced in some respects, but 
ther. were intensely in ear- 
nest and.'we believe, thoroughly 
honest. They bad x vision—s 
better and a brighter Canton—~ 
and in the space of two yeara 
they did more to modernise the 
city than the whole of their prede- 
cessora had ever accomplished. 


A Fine Legacy. 


The work of thesa young meo, 
however, was unfinished. Civil 
war interrupted it. But the legacy 
of a good beginning i- left to 
thoze who have come after, 
we have remarked, the new 
Mayor's job is essentially one of 
& municipsl character,and he will 
be a wise man if he refrains from 
having anything whatever to do 
with polilice. He has a great 
opportunity, and once the new 
municipsllosn is pat through,and 
the funds froin it are available, 
he aud his subordinates shauld 
be able to accomplish . wonders 
for Canton. We wish him wel! 
in the task. But apart from 
the carrying ovt of . material 
improvements, it.ie up to the 
municipal authorities to see that 
the imbabitants of the city are 
allowed to live in peaco and tran- 
quility. The preservation of 
good order.is a prime essential, 
and here there is etill much room 
for improving existing conditions. 
The removal of the grester part 
of the troops from the city isa 
step in the right direction, but 
report reach as that the soldiery, 
weating special badges, still cause 
trouble on coming inte the town, 
especially at the cinéma shows, 
to which they seem to think they 
have right of free entry.’ Thess 
men must be kept in hand, and if 
it is beyond the powers of the 
municipal authorities. to do this 
work, thén we look to General 
Chan King-ming, a strict dis: 
ciplinarian, to see that the troops 
aro restrsined from causing 
trouble inany sphere whatsoever, 
The Canton Government is on its 
frial atthemoment. Allowances 
will be made for the somewhat 
abnormal conditions still prevail- 
ing, bat it should ba the: aim of 
all holding office to justify the 
changes which have taken place,

owes most. What more natural 
sequence, therefore, that she 
should turn to her vast neighbour 
whose own productive power iy 
very ‘much less than her needs 
and seek to make commercial 
‘agteement:, and comracts? 

The azreement of which Reu- 
ter told us yesterday is by no 
means the first. Continental 
Correspondents of the leading 
Home journals have lonz since 
told the British public that there 
is growing up between Germany 
and Russia a commercial ligson 
of great magnitude and inport- 
ance. The Russians have said to 
other countries “If you won't 
trade with us. then Germany 
will.” And we have been con- 
tent to look on, envious perhaps 
of the opportonities being seized 
by an old trade rival, bat smugiy 
saying that we can have _Dothing 
whatever to do with those 
horrible Bolshevists—at least, not 
until they cease to be Bolshevists.
